“AGAINST AUSTRI 


Joint Resolution, Approved 
by President, Declaring a 
State of War Exists, Is 
Introduced in House. 

, 
TURKEY AWD BULGARIA 
ARE NOT MENTIONED 


Speedy ‘Action Is Expected 
in House, But There May 
Be Some Debate in Senate 
Over Exclusion of Turkey 
and Bulgaria. 


Washington, December 5.—Congress 
cléared the way today for prompt re- 
sponse tc President Wilson’s call for 
a declaration of war with Austfia- 
Hungary. 

A joint resolution approved by the 
president and the state department de- 
claring existence of a state of war be- 
tween the United States and the im- 
perial and royal Austro-Hungarian 
government from today at noon was 
introduced in the hoyse and unanimous- 
ly approved by the house foreign af- 
fairs committee. It will be reported 
tomorrow for beginning of house de- 
bate on Friday, with final action in 
the senate late this week or early 
next week probable. 

Conforming to the president’s recom- 
mendations, the resolution, which au- 
thorizes and directs employment of the 
nation’s armed forces against Austria 
and pledges the country’s resources to 
victory, applies to Austria alone, Ger- 
many’s other allies, Turkey and Bul- 
garia, are not mentioned. . 

Text of War Resolution. 

As perfected by the house commit- 
tee and ordered reported without a dis- 
senting vote, the resolution reads as 
follows: 


“Whereas, the imperial and royal 
Austro-Hungarian government has sev- 
ered diplomatic relations with the gov- 
ernment of the United States of 
America, and has committed acts of 
war against the government and the 
people of the United States of America, 
among which are its adherence to the 
policy of ruthless submarine warfare 
adopted by its ally, the imperial Ger- 
man government, with which the 
United States of America is at war, and 
by giving to its ally active support 
and aid on both land and sea in the 
prosecution of war against the govern- 
ment and people of the United States 
of America; therefore be it 
Resolved, by the senate and house 
of representatives of the United States 
of America, in ere assembled, 
| That a’ state of war be and is hereby 
declared to exist and to have existed 
Since noon of the 5th day of December, 
1917, between the United States of 
America and the imperial and royal 
Austro-Hungarian government; and 
that the president be, and is hereby, 
authorized and directed to employ the 
entire naval and military forces of the 
Unfted States and the resources of the 
government to carry on war against 
the imperial and royal Austro-Hunga- 
‘rian government, and to bring the con- 
'flict to qa successful termination all 


the resgürces of the country are hereby 
pledged by the congress of the United 
States.” . 

Copy to Senate Committee. 

A copy was transmitted late today to 
the senate foreign relations committee, 
which will consider it informally to- 
morrow morning. Chairman Stone said 
he expected the committee to decide its 
course in time to expedite a report to 
the senate when it reconvenes Friday, 
‘but was uncertain when senate debate 
could begin. That will be decided at 
tomorrow’s committee meeting. The 
senate may on Friday begin considera- 
tion simultaneously with the house. 

Although sentiment remains strong 
in both branches of congress to have 
the war declaration extended to Turkey 
and Bulgaria, approval of the resolu- 
tion as it now stands is regarded as 
virtually certain. Reasons given confi- 
dently. today to Chairman Stone and 
Flood, and which probably will be made 


vincing. Senator Stone and Repre- 
sentative Flood both conferred with 
Secretary Lansing, and it was under- 
sood to be the secretary's conviction 
that no circumstance yet warrants ac- 


officials still said to hope that German 
domination of her lesser tools yet may 
be broken. 

The arguments were 80 persuasive 
that in the two hours’ deliberations to- 
day of the house foreign affairs com- 
mittee on the Austrian war resolution 
only one member, Representative Miller, 
of Minnesota, who recently returned 
from the western European war the- 
ater, voted for his proposal to include 
Turkey and Bulgaria in the resolution. 
On the final vote he joined with all 
others present in approving the Aus- 
trian document. 

The principal deDate and strongest 
demand for addition of Turkey and Bul- 


garia to the nation’s formal foes is ex- 
pected in the senate. One day’s debate 
is expected to suffice in the House, 
where beginning of consideration until 
Friday was postporied only because 
many absent members telegraphed to 
ask brief delay so they might arrive to 
vote. Passage of the resolution by an 
overwhelming vote before adjournment 
of the house Friday is expected. 


Earty Action Expected, 

Although senate leaders hope it may 
be possible to bring up the résolution 
for senate debate Friday it jd possible 
that it will go over Saturday and few 
leaders believe it possible to conclude 
debate there—in one day. me sen- 
ators dislike to consider a measure 
while it is pending before the house.

Washington, December 5.—The status

Also, under strict 
construction of international law, if 
they remained in American uniforms 
and were captured while bearing arms 
against the nation to which they legally 
owe alliegance they would be subject 
to execution for treason and without 
authority for protection from the Unit- 
ed States. 6 
While virtually all of the Austrian 
subjects in American uniforms are be- 
lieved to be in complete sympathy with 
America’s aims, their retention in the

desirable.

War Strain on Railroads.

There was created 
a need for immediate and extensive ad- 
ditions to existing facilities and equip- 
ment. This need is coincident with de- 
mands upon capital, as well as upon 
labor, manufactures and natural re- 
sources, such as we have never known. 
Important additions and betterments 
will require new capital. 

The railroads propose essentially 
that we allow increases in freight 
rates of such magnitude that their 
increased earnings will attract inves- 
tors, by dividends declared or dy the 
prospect of dividends, in competition 
with securities issued by federal, state 
and municipal governments, public 
utility corporations and industries or- 
ganized and operating primarily for 
gain as distinguished from public serv- 
ice. Some of the latter have yielded 
large profits since the outbreak of the 

“An attempt to secure new capital 
would come at a time when the ote 
cost of living has made it difficult 
for those dependent for support upon 
their earnings to meet their current ex- 
penses; after the absorption by Ameri- 
can capital of two-thirds of the Ameri- 
can securities owned abroad prior to 
August 1, 1914, the railroad securities 
returned to this country alone amount- 
900 to from 81.700, 000, 000 to 32,000,000, 
000, after financing in this country of 
loans to our present allies and after 
subscription for almost six billion dol- 
lars of Liberty Loan bonds. 

Even if the railroads have more 
money the immediate construction of 
necessary facilities and equipment 
could not readily be effected. Labor is 
scarce and the cost is mounting. So 
with matefials and supplies. Car and 
locomotive builders are largely engaged 
in producing equipment needed abroad, 
both by our allies and by our own 
forces in the conduct of the war. The 
steel and other materials needed for 
such construction as well as the labor 
are also needed in other phases of the 
conflict. Under such conditions and 
1 the acquisition of such addi- 
tional facilities and equipment it is in- 
dispensable that those now in existence 
should be used to their fullest capacity, 
primarily for the uses which are most 
vital to the country’s defense and wel- 
fare, but without unnecessary hindrance

8 Act To Regulate Commerce. 

ter reviewing the éxtraordina 
demands on the railroads during the 
past year, and the extraordinary in- 
crease in labor and material costa, the 
commission’s Special report says: 

‘The act to regulate commerce was 
not enacted to meet such a situation. 
The carriers have the right to demand 
at our hands, and it is our duty to 
approve, just and reasonable rates suf- 
ficient to yield fair returns upon the 
value of the property devoted to public 
use after necessary expenditures, , 
Measured in dollars the gross revenues 
of the carriers during the past and cur- 
rent fiscal years exceeded any in their 
history. But what the dollar will buy 
in labor, material and supplies is sub- 
stantially less. 

“We are sensible of the vital and 
imperative need of the hour that our 
railroads shall not be permitted to be- 
come less efficient or less sufficient. 
We realize the gravity of a serious 
breakdown of our transportation fa- 
cilities. It is unthinkable that this 
breakdown would be permitted if it 
could be prevented. Increased charges 
for carriage, if found nec to 
take care of unavoidable increases in 
operating expenses, would not at this 
time bring new capital on reasonable 
terms in important sums, 

“In our opinion the situation does not 
permit of 1 All energies 
must be devoted to bringing the war to 
a su ul conclusion, and to that 
end it is necessary that our transpor- 
tation systems be placed and kept on 
the plane of highest efficiency. This 
can only secured through wunifica- 
tion of their operation during the pe- 
riod of the war. 


In a Lawful Way. 


“If the unification is to be effected 
by the carriers, they should be enabled 
to effect it in a lawful way. To that 
end, in our jud nt, the operation of 
the anti-trust laws except in respect

Commissioner McChord here summa- 
rized the efforts of the railroad sto meet 
the burdens of war conditions through 
intment of successive central 
committees, the fifth and last of which 
is the war board or executive commit- 
tee of the special committee of na- 
tional defense of the American Rail- 
way association. The first two of 
these committees, he says, were given 
no real authority and only as late as 
November 24 did the present ‘war boa 
begin taking such an essential step as 
the pooling of cars and facilities. 

“I do not wish to be understood as 
saying that the carriers’ committee has 
not accomplished results; nor that the 
shippers have not co-operated with the 
carriers to get greater service from 
the available 8 for the heavier 
car loading has been a very material 
factor of improvement. But ouf ex- 
perience with railroad committees dur- 
ing the past year makes me believe 
that no voluntary committee can ac- 
complish what the situation demands. 
One of the principal reasons is that 
the element of self-interest, the traf- 
fic influence, is a persistent factor in 
postponing and resisting measures that 
seek to disregard individual rights in 
the effort to secure transportation re- 
sults as a whole. The ‘merely indi- 
vidual and competitive activities’ and 
the establishing operatin practices 
have their effect, despite directions or 
recommendations that have no sanction 
to enforce them except as voluntary 
agreement, which is very general in 
character. 

Rail Committees Are 0 


“There runs also in the activities 

of these committees the self-evident 
purpose to do whatever appears to be 
necessary to prevent the governmental 
authority from acting. or these and 
other reasons which it is not necessary 
to state I cannot concur in a report to 
the congress which apparently ac- 
quiesces in a continuation of control 
over the transportation situation by 2 
committee appointed by the carriers 
themselves. The suggestions with ref- 
erence to the anti-trust laws, the anti- 
pooling provision of section 5 of the 
act, the desirability of government

Hon. David Lloyd-George 
to visit certain of the factories; works and 
shipyards in ‘England and make any sketch- 
es desired, setting forth this phase of the 
“wonder of the world’s work,” as Mr. Pen- 
nell styles it. The same permission was ac- 
corded the artist in the United States and 
‘the ninety or hundred lithos now on display, 
without charge, in the concert hall of the 
Edison Phonograph company at 182 Peach- 
tree street, well attest the industry and un- 
exampled ability of Mr. Pennell.

entail the sacrifice of human life and the 
only expense of operation would be negative;

It would have the effect of a naval block- 
ade without the use of a navy. It would 
surround the country thus declared isolated 
with an impassable barrier not visible to the 
eye but stronger than a system of modern 
trenches manned ‘by a great and well- 
equipped army, and would be as impenetrable 
in the air as on the land. Above ail, it is 
entirely practicable and all the machinery 
needed to bring it into existence is a bind- 
ing agreement signed by all the principal 
governments of the world. 


If all the countries now in opposition to 
Germany were to enter into such an agree- 
ment every other country in the world would 
be compelled to sign it after a time, for it 
would become as a passport necessary before 
a nation could enter into free intercourse 
with other! nations. No argument can be 
made against it that cannot be answered 
satisfactorily. No difficulty can be sug- 
gested but what there is a simple and direct 
way in which it can be overcome. It needs 
boldness, covrage, initiative, sincerity and 
honesty of purpose and a breaking away 
from traditions and prejudices to bring it 


about. 
As nearly all governments are lackin in 
one or all of these qualities the stumbling 


block is not in the plan itself or the question 
of its practicability, but in the imperfections 
and crudities of human government as it 
now exists. Past methods of government 
and diplomacy have brought the world to 
its present state. It is possible therefore, 
that the peoples who are now suffering may 
in future insist upon a change. As this 
change is not likely to be so complete as 
to make the world entirely “safe for democ- 
racy” any plan suggsted for maintaining

Putting the Boycott to Work. 
Having received notice of the warlike 
preparations being made by Switzerland and 
Swiss government is immediately warned by 
the executive of the International Economic 
League for Peace to desist. Failing to de- 
sist and expressing defiance, a few telegrams 
and cables are sent by the league and 
Switzerland is within an hour cut off from 
all the rest of the world. Railway trains 


| about to enter Switzerland are stopped be- 


fore they reach the frontier. Trains about to 
leave Switzerland are not permitted to do so. 

Telegraphic communication ends at the 
Swiss border. Any citizen of any of. the 
surrounding countries entering Switzerland 
is severely punished on his or her return, 
and no Swiss citizen is permitted to leave 
his native land. Postal, wireless and air 
communication is forbidden. In brief, the 
Swiss people are left to stew in their own 
juice until such time as their government 
shall abandon all idea of armed attack, upon 
a neighbor. 

The International League for Peace would 
never be compelled to carry out its full pro- 
gram of possible reprisals. A typewritten 
statement of what would happen in case the 
Swiss government persisted in a warlike 
course would quell any incipient outbreak of 
war fever. The international character of 
the life of nations is evidenced by the vast 
total of import and export trade, amounting 
as it did in 1913 to more than thirty-five bil- 
lion dollars. In recent years nations have 


rightly ‘specialized in the most profitable 
occupations, taking into account their own 
natural resources. The resuit of this spe- 
cialization has been two-fold: it has led to 
wealth and authority in certain lines 
dependence upon import in others. 

No nation with the exception of one oc- 
cupying a vast territory, much of which is 
still upredeemed, can profitably set out to 
become economically sufficient unto itself 
any more than it is wise for every merchant 
to attempt to sell everything that a human 
being might want to buy. Even the great 
department stores are content to leave some 
things to be furnished by those who special- 
ize therein. A nation occupying a compara- 
tively limited area is going to develop along 
some particular line. England, for instance, 
has sacrificed agriculture for industrial out- 
put, finding it more profitable to import 
food from newly tilled areas abroad than to 
raise it herself.

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THE OVERNOURISHED BABY. | 
Obesity in a baby is even more serious 
than in an adult, because a baby’s meta- 


bolism is not sufficiently active to take care 


of the heavy demands of growth, which re- 
quires constant tissue building, and at the 
same time support a big handicap of slacker 
cells. Fat cells are slacker cells; they do 
no useful work in the body. Divers alleged 
“infant foods” which come canned in powder 
form enjoy an unjustified popularity. Nearly 
all of these “foods” contain a great excess 
of sugars and precious little else. They 
are all virtually innocent of any fat con- 
tent, and it is the live fat in breast mili 
and in certified or other clean, wholesome 
dairy milk, that furnishes to the baby the 
indispensable vitamine, which prevents 
rickets, scurvy, anemia, and numerous other 
troubles. The canned foods do make a baby 
fat, for sugar is a very fattening food; but 
the fat so produced is flabby, and the baby 
se fattened is too often subject to the obsti- 
nate digestive disturbances and the perma- 
nent bony deformities of rickets. | 

In a breast-fed baby famillar symptoms 
of overfeeding are regurgitation and vomit- 
ing after nursing, not immediately after 
mursing, for more or less regurgitation of 
food is normal, but several minutes or half 
an hour after nursing. Other signs are 
curds or lumps of cheesy of fatty substance 
in the stools: stools greenish when evacu- 
ated, and excessively frequent movements.

SAR FAMINE HERE 
GROWS MORE SERIOUS, 
SAYS ADMINISTRATOR 


The Fulton county and Atlanta food ad- 
ministrator, Alderman Jones H. Ewing, who 
yesterday began a close study of local con- 
ditions, says he has found that, if a great 
many people of the city had not, when it 
became apparent a couple of weeks ago there 
would be a sugar shortage, gone out and 
made unnecessarily heavy purchases, 
condition would undoubtedly not have’ been 
so acute today. As it is, there is a greater 
scarcity of sugar in the city—and the same 
condition appears to obtain throughout the 
state—than there has been up to this time. 

To Protect Small Purchaser, 

A couple of weeks ago, in order to pro- 
tect the small purchaser as much as possible 
and to make the supply available go as far 
as possible, certain merchants suggested that 
the sale of sugar in any quantity showld be 
based on the purchase of — — 2585 
cle. When this was taken up with: the: of- 
fice of the food administrator for this state it 
was held it would be conducive to a. wasteful 
practice unless properly safeguarded in some 
way and, after going carefully into the situ- 
ation, it was decided from ashington -and 
announced through the state office, that 
combination sales would be prohibited, ex- 
cept on the one article of corn meal. That 
is, the combination could. be made on the 
basis of one pound of sugar for each two 
pounds of corn meal bought, up to a certain 
limit, with the distinet understanding that 
neither article should be sold at more than 
a reasonable margin of profit by the. re- 
tailer. The state administration, Mr. Ewing 
says, gave as its reason for fixing upon corn 
meal that this operation would induce not 
only a saving in the,purchase of sugar, but 
would further the conservation of wheat 
flour and operate as a protection to the 8 
le at home and to the soldiers abroad, in 

at the increased use of meal would neces- 
sarily reduce the use of wheat flour.

London, December 5,—The British 
steamer Apapa, torpedoed recently by 
an enemy submarine with a loss of 
some eighty passengers and members 
of the crew, was proceeding to Liver- 
pool in a calm sea at 4 o’clock in the 
morning when she was struck by two 
torpedoes, according to detailed ac- 
counts here today.

Thudding of Great Guns. 

The air was full of the thudding of 
great guns in an artillery battle, which, 
as a young West Point officer told 
me, had now been proceeding without 
cessation for three days and three 
nights some miles away to the east.

CONVICTED KIDNAPER 
ACCUSED OF MURDER 


Springfield, Mo., December 5.—Claude 
Piersol, convicted kidnaper of Baby 
Lioyd Keet, emphatically denied that 
he had participated in any of the cir- 
cumstances which brought about the 
death of the child as charged in a war- 
rant served on him in jail at Marsh- 


field today. Piersol’s parents were 
with him when the warrant was read 
and as the prisoner brokenly but vehe- 
mently denied his guilt the aged father 
became prostrated and the mother could 
not hide her tearful dismay. 

Piersol, who is in jail pending action 
on his appeal from the court which 
convicted him of stealing the baby from 
the home of its wealthy parents here 
last spring, had very recently been in- 
dicted on a charge of conspiracy to 
Kidnap C. A. Clement, a wealthy resi- 
dent of St. Louis, Mo. 

He declined to commit himself by 
answering any questions which the 
prosecutor’s office presented to him 
after having served the warrant charg- 
ing murder. The body of the baby was 
found in a well on an abandoned farm 
several days after the kidnaping.

The law gives her that right 
and she is entitled to a widow's dow- 
ry, a third of the estate, because she 
bears your name.

The conference. decided to create an 
international organization to co-ordi- 
nate the utilization of transport facill- 
ties. In this way, without hampering 
the employment of the various nations’ 
resources, it is planned for them to 
restrict their imports to permit as 
much tonnage as possible to be re- 
leased for the carrying of American 
troops. 

The conference provided for an inter- 
allied committee to carry out the deci- 
sions of the body with regard to unity 
of action in the production of war man- 
ufacturés, such as armament and air- 
planes by way of avoiding duplications, 
and for specialization by the various 
nations in the branches of production 
for which they are best fitted. 

Statement Issued by Conference. 


The statement issued by the inter- 
allied conference in Paris is as follows: 

“The various committees constituted 
by the inter-allied conference dealt as 
a whole with the technical question of 
the conduct of the war, the details of 
which cannot be published. However, 
at the conclusion of their deliberations, 
the committees decided to publish the 
following resolutions: a 

“The financial section, meeting un- 
der the’ presidency of Louis Klotz 
(French minister of finance), held nu- 
merous sittings in the course of which 
the various financial questions inter- 
esting to the allies were successively 
examined. At the end of its labors 
this section unanimously adopted the 
following resolutions: 

„The delegates of the allied pow- 
ers in the financial section consider it 
desirable, with a view to co-ordinating 
their efforts, to meet regularly in or- 
der to draw bg mae for the payment of 
liabilities and the settlement of loans 
and rates of exchange, and thus - 
sure concerted action.’ 

“Oscar T. Crosby (assistant py ens 
of the treasury of the United States 
and M. Klotz told the section that in 
their opinion this regular meeting 
ought to be a permanent organization. 
Other resolutions were adopted to the 
effect that although the dispositions 
manifested by all the delegates evi-
